7. The work of inspecting dispensaries away from head-quarters was, on 
the whole, better performed by Civil Surgeons in 1881 than in the previous 
year. Thirteen dispensaries only received no visit of inspection during the 
year, and these are said to be situated in remote outlying localities. 

8. The total number of persons treated during the year was—in-patients 
23,444, out-patients 947,534—total 970,978. In 1880 the corresponding 
numbers were 23,567 and 888,095—total 911,662. Among in-patients the 
mortality was 15°8 per cent. against 15°17 in the previous year. Dr. Payne 
_ writes: ‘‘ There can be no doubt that if the figures were true throughout, and

. In the Resolution reviewing the report on the working of the Mahomedan 
’ Marriage Registration Act 1(B.C.) of 1876 for the year 1879-80, the late 
Lieutenant-Governor expressed his opinion that the Act had not proved 
a success. Looking at the results of the three years during which it had 
been in force, Sir Ashley Eden, whilst expressing his conviction that it would 
be both inexpedient and wrong to excite the widespread opposition that would 
result if registration were made compulsory on parties contracting and 
severing marriages, was decidedly of opinion that unless some changes wére 
made in the existing rules*and procedure, it would never be of any practical 
benefit to any large part of the Mahomedan community, or in any considerable 
tract of country.

5. One of the first and most important questions to be decided in connec 
tion with spies grog of Mahomedan marriages and divorces is, whether 
registration shall be voluntary or compulsory ; if compulsory, to what extent 
registration shall be insisted on.

resent, "to be voluntary. This was the opinion expressed by the late 
ieutefant-Governor, and the Commitee in their report state that they are 
constrained to admit that the preponderance of Mahomedan opinion appears 
h to be against any system of compulsory registration.

Under the orders of Government, the Vaccination Re has this year 
been included in the General Report of the Sanitary Commissioner. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that it has been found possibletoreduce 
considerably the bulk of these Reports, which, taken together, are pow only “4 

“half as voluminous as those for the previous year. The mass of appended ,* 
matter, however, is still considerable, and seems capable of further conden- 

sation. The delay in submission of the Keport, which was not received 

till nearly two months after the appointed date, has been explained by 

Dr. Lidderdale, and the reasons assigned are accepted by the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

2. The temperature of the year 1881 was 75°01° against an average of 76:02°. 
The total rainfall of the year was somewhat higher than usual, being 6751 
inches against an average of 65°18. The excess was shared by all parts of the 
Province, except the Rajshahye and Oooch Behar Division, and the districts of 
Moorshedabad, Mymensingh, Shahabad, and Bhagulpore. In Midnapore the 
excess fall was as much as 20 inches, 

. 3. The number of births registered during the year was 38,856, 
exclusive of 1,574 children still-born. This is an improvement upon the 
results of the work of 1880, when only 86,779 births were registered. The 
area throughout which birth registration is in force was unc durin: 

‘the year. It comprises 46 towns, situated in 30 districts, with a total “y 
population, according to the Census of 1872, of 1,522,672. Caleulated on \ 
this population, the number of births registered during 1881] gives a proportion _ 
of 25°51 per mille against 23-44, the proportion registered ia 1880. The 
improvement.is satisfactory as far as it goes, but there can be no doubt that. 
the true rate is much in excess of these figures. It-would have been more. 









satisfactory had the proportions, both of births and deaths, been cale on 
the population as recorded in the recent Census; and it is not u why 
no steps were taken to procure the necessary figures.

In no Jess 
than 15 districts the towns in which births are registered gave a rate of less 
than 25 per mille, while in Jessore, Kampore Beauleah and Purneatr the rate 
was only 12°26, 14°93, and 15°07 respectively. The number of male births was 
20,608, and the proportion of male to female birttis was 114 per cent. The 
corresponding number last year was 19,184, with a proportion of 116 per cent. 
The knglish proportion of male to female births, 104 per cent., was 
a hed in six towns only: these were Bankoora, Serampore, Hooghly, 
idnapore, Mozufferpore, and Nnddea. In only one of these, Serampore, was 
the total number of births in excess of 80 per mille, while in Midnapore, 
. Mozufferpore, and Nuddea the proportion per mille was less than 20. 

4. ‘The number of deaths registered during tie year wis 1,255,478 against 
922,633, the number recorded in 1880. The proportion per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion rose from 15°40 to 20°96. This increase is satisfactory, so far as it 
is due to better registration; and no doubt much of it may fairly be 
attributed to the greater attention paid to the subject by district and local 
officers. Much of the increase in the recorded number of deaths, however, is 
unquestionably due to the great unhealtiiness of the year. Both cholera and 
fever prevailed to a most unusual extent. According to the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner “ the present year does not find a parallel in point of fetality among 
any of the 12 years since registration was inaugurated in 1870.” The increase 
among registered deaths was contributed to by urban and rural circle alike, 
though not to an equal extent. Thus the number of deaths was—

The percentage of male to female deaths during 
1881 was therefore 120 against 127 in 1880 and 129 the average of the five 
years 1876—80. These figures indicate that some advance is being made, 
though slowly, in the direction of accuracy. In the districts of Hooghly, 
Beerbhoom, Bankoora. Burdwan, Cuttack, Balasore, Pooree, Patna, Gya, and 
Lohardugga the English percentage of 109 was closely approximated; but in 
Maldah, Dinagepore, Sarun, Mozufferpore, Durbhunga, Pubna, Tipperah, 
Darjeeling, and Mymensingh the registered proportion of male to female 6 
deaths exceeded 130 per cent., and the returns must be regarded as useless, 
A slight improvement is manifest in the recorded death-rate of children 
under one year of age. ‘This has risen from 11°61 per cent. of total mortality, 
as registered in 1880, to 12°26 per cent. in the year under review. Still-born . 
children are not included in these figures, The percentage is still so enor- 
mously under the truti as to be devoid of all value for statistical purposes, 
The Compulsory Registration Act, 1V (B.0.) of 1878, was introduced during 
the year inte the towns of Bansberiah, Baidyabatti, Bhadressar, Kotrung, 
Pandooah, Mugrah, Khanakool, Shambazar, Bally, and Kuargunge, and is now 
in force in 112 towns. Prosecutions under its provisions were instituted in 
23 towns against 363 persons, of whom 220 were convicted. Last year the 
Lieutenant-Governor was compelled to notice the Jax administration of the 
Act in Rampore Beauleah, where, of 10 persons prosecuted, not one was 
convicted. It is therefore most unsatisfactory to find that, during the year 
under review, even this insignificant amount of energy was not maintained. 
During 1881 one person only appears to have been prosecuted, and even this . 
solitary case resulted in an acquittal. Where the local officers take so little 
interest in the work, it is hardly a matter for surprise that the registered birth- — 
rate should be only 14°93 per mille. During the yearunder review the Port | 
of Calcutta was visited by 14,328 European seamen, the average daily popu- 
lation being 2,791. Among these, 72 deaths occurred, giving a ratio of %5'80 
per mille against 23°28 in the previous year. The main factor in the increase 
was cholera, which occasioned 34 deaths against 14 in 1880. There wero also 
7 deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery against 1 in the previous year; while 
the deaths from fevers rose from 2 to 8. On the other , the native 
floating population, which, according to the reeent Census, numbered 25,409, _ 
seems to have suffered less severely than in 1880, the death-rate per mille of 
persons treated having fallen from 17-03 to 16:19 in the past year.

In Chumparun and Pooree the death-rates were slightly below those for last 

_ year, and a decrease of mortality is also reported from Beerbhoom, Hazaribagh,

9. The most marked feature of the year in the medical history of the 
Province was the very great increase in the mortality from Fever. . This increase 
was shared by every part of the Province, and by every district except Jessore 


and Dinagepore. ‘he number of deaths registered was 940,941 against 689,605,

* 19, During the year 239 cases were personally investigated by District 
Superintendents.

In one casein Midnapore, a draftsman, out of “q 
employ, forged by hand some currency notes for Rs, 20 each, and, though the 
imitations were rough, he succeeded in passing some of them. One was pre- 7 
sented atthe Midnapore treasury and was detected, and the forger was ni 
arrested, convicted and sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment. There was an 
increase in the cases under this head in Cina, which is stated to be due to 
the increased vigilance of the police in bringing to light cases in which bad or 
light coin were passed. The most satisfactory decrease in the number of cases in 
class I was, however, under the head of “ riot.” Under this head there has been 
a ual decrease during the last four years, the number of true cases having 
fallen from 2,012 in 1878, 1,989 in 1879 and 1,862 in 1880, to 1,716 during the 
i past year. As compared with 1880, there was a decrease of 146 true 
cases and 79 false cases. There was a decrease in the number of true 
cases in three Commissioners’ divisions only—namely, in Dacca, Burdwan, 
and Patna, the most marked decrease being in Dacca, where the number 
of true cases fell from 472 to 360. In Orissa the number of true cases was 
the same as in 1880, and in the other divisions there was an increase ; the 
increase was, however, very slight except in Chittagong, where the number of 
true cases rose from 221 in 1880 to 276 in 1881. Excluding pending cases, 
the percentage of convictions for “riot” was 60°8 as compared with 64°8 | 
in 1880. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad tc observe the very decided im- 
provement in the Dacca Division, which has always enjoyed the reputation 
of being particularly bad in respect of these cases. The number in this 
division has fallen from 762 in 1878 and 763 in 1879, to 472 in 1880 and 
360 in 1881, the latter number being only 12 in excess of the number of cases of 
the same nature which occurred during the year in the Presidency Division.

Of this the greater portion was under the head of “hurt by dangerous 


weapons,” under which there was an increase of 164 e&ses. The percentage 
of conyictions under class II to cases and persons was 41°] and 46:1 
respectively, as compared with 42‘7 and 47 in 1880. Under the head 
of ‘ murder” there was an increase of 31 cases, the number of cases being 296. 
‘as against 265 in 1880, There were three cases of murder by dacoits, one. 
in each of the districts of Midnapore, Jessore and Dinagepore. Under the 
head of “murder by robbers” there was a serious increase, the number of cases 
having risen from 8 in 1880 to 17 in the past year. Of these murders, three 
were committed in Darjeeling and five in Patna; in nine other districts there 
was one case in each. Of 19 persons put on their trial in connection with 
these offences, eight were convicted, eight acquitted and the cases against 
the other three were pending at the close of the year. This result is 
very unsatisfactory. Murders by poison increased from 12 to 19, of which 
10 occurred in the Dacca Division. The result of the trials of these cases 
was most markedly unsuccessful; of 26 persons put on their trial, only — 
two were convicted as compared with 17 acquitted ; the cases against the other > 
seven had not been disposed of at the end of the year. There were 257 other 
murders as compared with 243 in 1880. Of these, 15. were committed — 
in Backergunge, 15 in Mymensing, and 14 in the 24-Pergunnahs.

a, while in Maldah there were 6. The value of the property stolen was 
Rs. 33,031 as compared with Rs. 61,071 in 1880; of this property to 
the ‘value of Rs. 1,750 only was recovered as against Rs. 12,455 in the 
preceding year. This is unsatisfactory. ‘The result of the judicial trials 
tor dacoity shows, as Mr. Monro remarks, that whatever may have been 
the success of the police, so far as their efforts to prevent the crime are concerned, 
they have failed in regard to the obtaining of convictions. The result 
of the trials were successful in Rungpore, where 12 persons were convicted 
and 4 acquitted, in Rajshahye where there were 9 convictions and one 
acquittal, in Bogra where 5 persons were convicted out of 6 placed on their 
trial and in Cuttack where there were 3 acquittals to .6 convictions. 
The results were very bad in Purneah (only 6 convictions to 30 acquittals), 
Midnapore (5 to 23) and Moorshedabad (4 to 26), and still more so in 
Lohardugga, Backergunge and Mymensingh, in which there were respectively 
19, 19 and 46 —. without a single conviction. In Maldah the offences 
appear to have been committed by some of the old dacoits, as some of them 
were arrested and reconvicted, and the effect was so marked that during the 
last seven months of the year not a single dacoity was committed in the dis- 
trict, though six had been committed during the first five months of the year. 
This result is-very creditable to the Maldah police. 

24. The Inspector-General states that the development of railways in these 
provinces has brought with it a new cause of anxiety with reference to the 
spread of dacoity, and he believes that the men brought to Lower Bengal as 
labourers on lines under construction take to on their way home in order 
to increase their earnings. Special measures have been sidiiad in the employ- 
ment of police to watch the large bodies of men who go to every district in 
which a line of railway is under construction.

live ; nor, at those times of the year at which formerly every Bediya who was not 


incapacitated from movement by old age or some physical infirmity was usually 
_ away from the village in which he resided, was there a single Bediya absent, 
unless it was for the purpose of paying a legitimate visit to some neighbouring 
hat. More boats are apparently required in order to enable the police to exercise 
proper supervision’ over the Punka Chur Kayasts. Separate ——— on this 
subject should be submitted for the orders of Government.
